Tur Mowry Onbza Busixess.—The 
business of the Moncy Order Bureau of the 
ost- office Department during the past fis 
cal year is one third larger than that of the 
preceding year. Over one million six hun- 
dred thousand orders have been issued, 
transferring $34,054,184, for which 5235, 
255 was paid; The cost to the purchaser 
was thereſore, seven-tenths of one per cent.., 
while the cost to the government was only 
half that. This is only the fifth year since 
the Treasury Order Bureau was established, 
and the business is growing as rapidly this 
year as last, four hundred new offices hav- 
ing been opened since July 1. Illinois is 
the leading State in their use, having 4 
three millions of dollars by these orders 
the past year. New York comes next.

Loxpon, September 19.—Special dis- 
patch to the World: The great Democratic 
demonstration of the people of London to- 
night in Trafalgar Square is one of the 
yreatest popular assemblages ever seen in 
the British capital. For nearly two hours 
the street leading to Clerkenwell, Bethnal 
Green and Ilalburn were alive with suc- 
cessive processions of working-men’s so- 
cleties and Democratie associations of the 
wetropolls. Each body of men, as it ad- 
* — slowly along the crowded thorough- 
fares, was preceeded by bands of music and 
illuminated by torches and transparencies, 
and was followed by repeated cheers from 
the people who thronged the sidewalks. 

Many houses and shops on the lines of 
the procession were illuminated, and from 
the windows of many others, suspended in 
guslight, were flags of France, England 
and America. I counted no fewer than 
thirty American flags displayed along the 
Strand between the Somerset House and 
Trafalgar Square. By 8o'clock, Trafalgar 
Square was one dense muss of people from 
the front of the National Academy to 
around the statue of King Charles, Perfect 
order prevailed along the route of proces- 
sion and throughout the proceedings of the 
evening. The banners borne by the soele- 
ties were inscribed with mottoes proclaim- 
ing the great doctrine of liberty, equality 
and fraternity. One in particular carried 
by a society from Hackney, on which was 
Inseribed: “The United States of Europe 
greet the United States of America with 

wace On earth and good will to men,” was 
failed with rapturous and repeated cheers. 

The meeting was presided over by Mr. 
Morrison, who made an effective speech, in 
the course of which be alluded to the fact 
that while the London press ridicules and 
slights the Republican movement in Eng- 
land, to which their own daily denuncla- 
tions of the worthlessness of the royal 
family gave constant encouragement and 
strength, the American press, three thou- 
sand miles away recognize its importance, 
and lends its moral support and ganerous 
sym pathy, as the American Repubiie lends 
its priceless support and a glorious and 
successful example. These remarks were 
received with perfect tempests of cheers 
for the United States, and a spirited address
